C.J.C.S.G.C. COnFERCnCE 


Approximately 250 deleqates from California, Phoenix, Ari¬ 
zona, and Everett, Washinqton, were the guests of Santa Rosa 
Junior College during the seventh bi-annual California Junior 
Colleqe Student Government Conference which was held 
March 3 I, April 1, 2. 

The purposes of the Conference were three-fold. I) To 
provide a means for discussinq problems of the member schools 
pertaininq to student government and student activities; 2) 
to promote better relations amonq the Junior Colleqes; and 
3) to establish state-wide student organization to promote the 
best interests of the students. 

There are three regional districts which make up the Con¬ 
ference. The Vice-Presidents and their reqions for the Sprinq 
Conference were: Tom Gross of Modesto, Northern Vice- 
President; Bob Chandler of Taft, Central Section Vice-Presi¬ 
dent and Bob Wright of El Camino, Southern Section Vice- 
President. 

Registration in the Santa Rosa Hotel informally opened the 
three day Conference. Friday morninq the general session 
opened. The Santa Rosa Junior Colleqe chorus, under the 
direction of Harry Meyn, qave a welcome song and two 
spirituals. Harold Rue, State President, qave the presidential 
address. President Floyd Bailey of Santa Rosa Junior Colleqe 
welcomed the deleqates. The qeneral assembly was followed 
by discussion groups whose topics were: I) compulsory student 


body membership fees; 2) how can C.J.C.S.G.C. be im¬ 
proved?; and 3) standardization of athletic awards. In the 
afternoon, special privileges for athletes, athletic proselytinq, 
ways and means of promoting good relations between rival 
schools, and preparation and credit for student body leadership 
and services were discussed. 

The results of these caucus qroups were presented to the 
qeneral assembly Saturday morninq and afternoon. Friday 
eveninq, there were special caucuses in the Officers' Club for 
schools of similar size. 

A banquet in the Santa Rosa Hotel Banquet Room was 
held Saturday eveninq. The quest speaker, Dr. John L. Louns- 
bury, qave an address on "The Junior Colleqe and the Com¬ 
munity." 

The officers and committees for this State Conference were: 
President, Harold Rue; Three Reqional Vice-Presidents; Secre¬ 
tary, Alice Braathen; Finance Committee, Al Tuller; Welcome, 
Transportation, and Registration, Janet Black and Shirley 
Smith, Co-chairmen; Publicity, Alma Espino; and Entertain¬ 
ment, Chandler Paris. 

It was felt by advisers and delegates alike that this con¬ 
ference was one of the best held so far. It was believed that 
the resolutions and motions that were carried out will help to 
improve student activities in the Junior Colleges throughout 
ihe entire state of California.

SANTA ROSA, Nov. 25—In the first 
annual Redwood Bowl, the 1948 Bearcub 
gridders climaxed a splendid year by 
decisively defeating Everett J.C., cham¬ 
pions of their Washington State Confer¬ 
ence. The first half ended in a scoreless 
stalemate after erratic ball handling 
which resulted in many fumbles and pass 
interceptions. Playing in a mist, Santa 
Rosa made 9 first downs to Everett's 8. 
The Bearcubs completely dominated the 
second half running up 13 first downs to 
the visitor's one. Big John Dronkers was 
the key figure in the Santa Rosa offense 
plunging through the Trojan line for 182 
yards or 7.2 yards per carry. He went 
over for touchdowns late in the third 
and early fourth quarters. Eyges con¬ 
verted both. Halfback Dick Skinner broke 
through the Santa Rosa secondary to 
score the lone touchdown for the north¬ 
erners in the fourth quarter. The at¬ 
tempted conversion was unsuccessful.

After a slow start in pre-conference play, Bob 
Mastin's Bearcubs bounced back to surprise everyone 
(especially their disgruntled opponents) by finishing 
a close second in the northern division N.C.J.C.C. It 
was only after quite a struggle that a powerful Grant 
Tech quintet edged out S.R.J.C. for the division 
crown. Two close defeats at the hands of these same 
Saracens and one by Marin were the only Bearcub 
losses in the entire fourteen conference contests. 

Although it was a losing one, perhaps the best 
game witnessed on the Santa Rosa hardwood all 
season was the second feature with Grant Tech. The 
Bearcubs, hitting top form and eager to avenge their 
one earlier defeat at the hands of the same club in 
Sacramento, edged into an early lead but were finally 
overcome 56-50 in a rugged contest, highlighted 
by phenomenal shooting and sterling defensive play. 

Also worth mentioning is the 55-44 Cub triumph at 
Kentfield. This, incidently, was the first time a Santa 
Rosa squad had emerged victorious over the Mariners 
in a long seven year stretch. Although the tars won 
49-43 in the season's finale at Santa Rosa, the break¬ 


ing of their arch rival's jinx by the Santa Rosans is a 
step in the right direction. 

By virtue of their runner up position in their divi¬ 
sion, the Bearcub cagers were invited to the an¬ 
nual N.C.J.C.C. tourney staged at Sacramento. 
After eliminating Sac. J. C. 69-64 in their initial show¬ 
ing, the Mastinmen ran up against an imposing 
S.F.C.C. quintet who knew they were in a ball game 
before the Santa Rosans bowed out 62-50. They were 
back again the final night against Modesto Pirates 
for third place honors. Unfortunately, after building 
up an early lead, the S.R. hoopsters fell behind and 
dropped a close 53-47 decision to the Modestoans. 
In the tourney final the Saracens of Grant Tech up¬ 
set the favored Rams from S.F.C.C. 56-50 to earn 
the trip to the national J.C. finals in Hutchinson, 
Kansas. 

Although they failed to cop N.C.J.C.C. honors 
or win any jaunts to Kansas, this year's edition of the 
Bearcubs performed well above pre-season expecta¬ 
tions. Let us hope that this highly successful season 
is an indication of better things to come in the fu¬ 
ture basketball efforts at Santa Rosa Junior College.

SYPHER'S NINE AGAIN LOOKS FINE 


The 1949 spring edition of Bearcub baseballers 
displayed plenty of class in their first few games. 
Hampered bv the fact that the spring rains cancelled 
all their early games and most of their practices, the 
Cubs split each of their first two Conference double- 
headers. In Sacramento they hammered out a 14 to 5 
win over Grant Tech in the opener before dropping 
the nightcap 5 to 4. The next Saturday in Santa Rosa 
they split with Placer J. C. losing 6 to 4 in the after¬ 
noon and emerging victorious 4 to 2 in the second 
game. 

Coach Sypher had a man-sized job choosing the 
varsity from the large turnout. There were numerous 
positions to be filled as only six veterans from last 
year's scrappy squad returned. These were pitchers 
Joe Martinelli, Jim Ellis and Bob Fitzgerald and in¬ 
fielders Bick, Yonkers and Wright. However, it was 
evident that the vacancies were capably occupied. 
This year's lineup was young and fast and with a few 
games under their belts proved very difficult to over¬ 
come. 

The entire S.R.J.C. outfield was composed of 
newcomers this year. Charlesworth, Harwood, Ca- 
cianti, Kennedy, Bonetti and Pierce held down the 
berths in the outer pasture. In the infield, sensational 


Marv Silva and Earl Yonkers competed for the short¬ 
stop position. Meade Nordyke was another starry 
rookie who vied with veteran Jerry Bick for sole 
tenancy of the hot corner. Jack Setzer held the inside 
track on the second base slot where he performed. 
He was also a new arrival as was the catching staff of 
Roger Wilson and Ernie McElderry, two hard hitting 
backstops. 

There were several new arms on the mound staff 
who were very well balanced. Lefty Al Hiscox, Ed 
Catuzzo, Troy V/altrip, Bob Risberg and Jack Bosetti 
joined Ellis, Martinelli and Fitzgerald to form a com¬ 
petent pitching staff. Ellis, Catuzzo and Waltrip were 
the mainstays among these hurlers. Ellis starred on 
last year's powerful Bearcubs who registered ten wins 
and two losses to tie San Mateo in their division of 
the Conference. 

This year Sypher's crew placed an accent on youth 
and what they lacked in experience they made up 
for in hustle. They had batting power and speed and 
after a few games improved defensively. This, com¬ 
bined with the cagey coaching of Sypher, meant but 
one thing—that the Bearcubs were again in the 
thick of the division race in May.

BEARCUB CINDERMEN LAUNCH SUCCESSFUL SEASON 


The two initial track meets indicated that Dick 
Blewett's track and field men were headed for a gala 
season. In the opener at Bailey field, the Santa Rosa 
stalwarts met and overwhelmed San Mateo and 
Vallejo. Santa Rosa compiled 89'/2 points to San 
Mateo's 59*/2 and Vallejo's 14. The Bearcubs asserted 
their supremacy the following week with a decisive 
win in another three-way meet against Marin and 
Vallejo. 

Despite a late start due to the wet, cool, spring, 
the S. R. tracksters rounded into form and made 
a strong bid for the Conference crown. It was 
obvious that Blewett's strong suit was in his distance 
men. Powerful runners like Ulsh, Beers, Murray, Tid¬ 
well, Ward, Underwood and McMullen took care of 
that. Howard Ulsh and Larry Beers, the hardworking 
star from Richmond, stood out. Beers, in particular, 
recorded surprisingly fast times in the half mile 
throughout the season. 

Meanwhile in the sprints, Blewet displayed several 
talented performers, namely, Robinson, Ehrman, 


Cromie and Jackson, among others. Al Ballard was 
the key man in both the high and low hurdles with 
Moors, Lehmkuhl and Smith right behind him. Bill 
Eyges and Dave Miller, pole vaulters, made it inter¬ 
esting for any competition they received. Paul Dixon 
was Santa Rosa's main hope in the high jump. 

In the other field events the Cubs were ably repre¬ 
sented by shotput artists Narron, Summers, and 
Chavez; discus men Summers and Schiedecker and 
iavelin tossers Summers, Smith and Faraci. 

The season produced three outstanding relay 
teams, namely the mile team composed of Ulsh, Un¬ 
derwood, McMullen and Beers; the two mile team 
made up of Ward, Tidwell, McMullen, and Beers; and 
the medley distance team of Ulsh, Underwood, Mc¬ 
Mullen and Beers. 

Coaches Blewett and Smith worked hard and faith¬ 
fully to mold this fine track machine from the ma¬ 
terial on hand and the results of their showing in the 
Conference proved their worth.
